And eleven years 
jrfter his most important huncli— he says it was a successful one.

Robot Battleship Is 

Ready To Go To Sea 

Uncle Sam's newest Radio Frank- 
enstein, the decommissioned battleship 
Utah, condemned under the London 
naval treaty but kept afloat for radio 
experimental purposes, will steam out 
of the Norfolk Navy Yard early in 
April for trial runs to test the latest 
Navy developments in bombs, guns, 
and fire control. 

The Utah has been equipped with 
a complete* system of radio control 
that will enable naval observers to 
maneuver it from another vessel or 
even from an airplane without the aid 
of a crew aboard. 

Provision is made for .steaming the 
radio-controlled ship at varying rates 
of speed, changing its course and lay- 
ing smoke screens. The Utah's elec- 
tric motors, operated by signals sent 
out from the controlling ship, will 
open ?nd dose throttle valves, move 
the rudder and regulate the supply of 
oil to the boilers for smoke screens. 
John Hays Hammond, Jr., radio in- 
ventor-genius, is responsible for the 
installation of the radio control ap- 
paratus.

'Papa' Hnydn's "Llle on the 
Haon" tiud been lost one liun- 
tlred and fifty years. After 
general usage for a decade or 
so, the score of this opera 
promptly dbaptieared, and did 
not return unlil lust year. It 
haa been rcvauiped in a mod- 
em production and will bi 
given its twentieth cenUir.v 
■world premiere this Sunday on 
the stago ol the SLaatstealer 
in Schwwln, Oerinany. 

Radio listeners will hear 
forty-flvc minutes of the work, 
and have a cliance lo destroy 
any prR.)udlcc8 that they may 
have agiiliLst Ihe fornxallsm of Pran/, Joseph 
Hadyn. Can you iniaKlnu a fonnalbt with 
no Interest except the slgnHkance and de- 
sign of tonal patterns writing an opera en- 
Utled "Life on the Moon?" Not tn the 
seventeenth century! 

Hadyn's operas are ol a light and some- 
what inconscciuentlal nature and we think 
of fUs indwstriousncss mostly in connection 
with his symphonies, ol which there are 
more than 100, and his quartets and cham- 
ber music. He has come to be known ns 
the "lather of the symphony." since many 
of the technical details of his symphonic 
structure prcrttcated the inijwrtant develop- 
ments 01 a later time. Thus this gentle- 
man, who was bom two hundred years ago 
this month and lived to a ripe old age, com- 
jjalnm;: at the end of his life that he was 
only besltming to know how to compose 
mukc. came lo be known as 'Papa' Hadyn. 
On Ill's bl[-cnt«nnlal we Jearu from his 
music thai Von Dulow's rcjoindpr to Rub- 
instein's derogations wa« algniflrant: "You 
may rpfer condescendingly lo 'Papa' Hadyn. 
But when you are a great-grandfather, 
Rubinstein, Hadyn will btiU be 'Papa' 
Hadyn 1"

and transcriptions of Bach'a 
Chorale Preludes and Passa- 
caglta and Fugue, of the ifiih 
and 17th Century, Airs for the 
Lute, and of his suite of Rossini 
melodies. His brilliant crafts- 
manslilp is everywliere evident. 
One can be sure that there are 
few who have as tliorough an 
understanding of tlie orchestra 
as Resplghi. And in most quar- 
ters he is rated as the leader 
ol the present-day Italian 
school of com[)Dsl(lon. a title 
awarded lihn after the death of 
Puccini. You will want to know 
that early In his life he was 
the pupil of Eimsky-Korsakoir 
and later the atcUer of Max 
Brui^. What inspirational bits will be 
found in his newer works, remains to be 
heard! He vrtll broadcast his frequently 
played "Roman Festivals." his suite for 
small orchestra, "The Birds." using themes 
associated wUli Uie dove, hen, nightingale, 
and cuckoo, hU le.ss well known "Matins 
of Santa Chlara" from "Vet rate dl Chiesa," 
and the first American performances of hla 
"Botticellian Triptych." a musical imprca- 
.Uon of the iKiinter's pictures. "Spring, the 
Adoration of the Majl," and "The Berth 
of Jesus." and hts "Two Braeiliftn Impres- 
sions."

Composers, Poor CondncUtra 

One must wait, also, to hear results be- 
fore passing Judgment on his abilities as a 
conductor. It is notorious that composers 
write better than they conduct, Tlie two 
abilities are rarely combined In one per- 
son and the degree of correlation between 
the conducting and the comiicksiiig ability 
is zero. TU never forget Deems Taylor's 
remark when he went on the stage to con- 
duct the Philharmonic, "The orchestra Is 
going to play my fjOoklng-GlaaB Suite'— 
and I'll follow them through It." 

But the public must sec the composer 
and still continues to aa.sumc that a man 
who writes a work, since he presumably 
knows more about It than anyone else, 
must secure the superlative performance of 
It. Onfortimat«!y, he usually does not. 



Grainger 

Percy Grainger, the Civic Concerts Ser- 
vice soloist next Saturday, still goes hatless. 
In Chicago recently, to demonstrate lUs 
melodious Suite of Danish music, in which 
he persists in hitting the piano strings with 
hammers during a fortissimo passage, he 
exposed his bushy head to tlie lake wind 
though cJie temperature was zero. And he 
told me that his new position as head of 
the music department in the New York 
University College of Fine Arts would not 
cause him to change his habits. In fact, 
he said he didn't like New York City and 
never went there if he could prevent it. 
He Uiinks New York is 15 years behind the 
times mmically, 

Percy was made for the "great out-of- 
doors" and he stiU goes on 20 mile hikes 
regularly "to see the country and keep In 
trim." His health and energy reflect his 
condition and he might easily be taken for 
thirty, thougii he will pass the half-eou- 
tury mark this July. One looks for and 
finds many novel and clever EnglSsli mark- 
ings in his scores, the latest being what he 
calls "elastic scoring." "As long as a really 
satisfactory balance of tone is preserved. I 
do not care whether one of my elastically 
scored pieces is played by 4 or 40 or 400 
players, or any number in between," ho 
says. And Percy is scheduled to play his 
perenially popular "Country Gardens" next 
Saturday evening. 



"Billy" Guard 

Billy Guard, who supervised the "public 
relations" department of the Metropolitan, 
(a name by which it Is not known), will 
tell his jokes no more. The man who orig- 
inated the "picture" section— later the 
rotogravure — ol the Sunday editions Is dc.id. 
and there are many wlio will mi.ss him. He 
was the most Interesting man I ever met in 
the publicity busines.s. Most of the "leg- 
ends" that surrounded the priniac doiinae 
of the country's most celebrated opera 
bouse came from Ms brain. He knew

Wicker is different. Charming, animated and interesting lo watch. 
Doejs her work before the mike with great gusto and charm. Loves to act. 
Went to the University of Illinois long enough to join Chi Omega and then 
siupped off to Quincy and a season in stock. Attended the Goodman School 
of the drama for two years. Now she flits continually between WGN and 
the Columbia studios for her several radio appearances daily. Usually accom- 
panied by her handsome manager — a male — who is nothing if not intriguing. 



Batoneers 

"Probably more people," says Guy 
Lombardo. "harbor a more or less 
suppressed desire to lead an orchestra 
than most anything else."

Klugl; ' ..•: >-sldent of the Zenith Radio 
Corpor.itior) In an address before the Na- 
tional Federation of Radio Associations, 
Mr. Klugh believes that sponsored broad- 
ca-sls arc bound to sustain a higher stand- 
ard of entcrta-inment than government con- 
trol broadcast programs, since someone is 
directly responsible for the quality of the 
programs presented, in other word-s, poor 
programs result in a loss of sales for the 
sponsor. Good programs make new cu.s- 
tomcrs. Mr. Klugh then went on to dls- 
eusis the British system of radio control. 

"The goverrimeni, the listeners and the 
radio industry should encourage advcrtL'tcrs 
to continue Uielr excellent programs. If 
we want listeners to lose Interest In radio, 
the Britlsli .system will do It In the shortest 
time. 

"I don't mean to say that all English 
programs are unintereatinf;. Tills would 
be far from true. As a matter of fact, their 
broadcasting ol grand opera and sympliony 
orchestras ts hj; well done as any broadcast 
I have heard in this country. OuLslde of 
these important British broadcasts which, 
in my experience, were all too infrequent, 
tlie balance of the programs were largely 
of mediocre lalcnL 

"I said to one of tlie leading .wpranos of 
the world, while In London recently, "Why 
don't you broadcast over here?" Her an- 
swer was, "Tlie Engliaii broadcasting people 
,<iCRni to have a maximum payment lo Ui- 
dlvldual artists of ten pound.s iS.50.00>. In 
till- United States. I receive S2,000 for a 
l>riin(lca.st. Naturally. I cannot broadcast 
here.'' Tlie only reason American listeners 
have ever heard this superb artist is be- 
cause the cost was paid by an advertiser. 

"The English system of announcing, 
which Is entirety devoid of advertising, gets 
on the nerves of an American. Announce- 
ments are ice cold. For tnsiance, an an- 
nouncer will say, 'Mary Browu will now ,

sing "Oh, Promise Me. " ' Tlien Mary sings 
and when she has fitiished, there are some 
few seconds of pause when the same som- 
bre voice will say, John Smith will now 
sing, "1 Want Wliat I Want When I Want 
It,'" Then John sings and after a little 
pause. Uie same unlnsptratlonal voice states 
that there will be an intermission of thirty 
minutes, Then you islt and wait or go over 
to your set and try to tune m the other 
one of the two programs put out by the 
BBC. There are no Independent stations 
to turn to. 

"Art«- Ustening to this for some weeks, 
I said to Mrs. Klugh, "I wish somebody 
would try to sell me some toothpaste over 
the air,' and on returning to this country 
and hearing the enthusiasm of our 
nouncers. I resolved never to complain agai 
and to do my best to convince American 
listeners that we are living In an enter- 
tainment paradise. 

"Uncotmted millions of dollars of 
best entertainment hi Uie world is 
funilshed to us absolutely free of ch 
by advertisers. The advertisers comb 
earth for program materia!. They take 
justlli.ible pride In the quality of their 
broadcasts and compete with each other 
in giving better broadcasts. Listeners risk 
nothing. The advertu?er rL-iks all and de- 
pends upon selling his pi-oduct.s. If ho 
doesn't he loses, 'The listener can't lose."
